The  world  of  1955  is  a  time  of  crisis  at  home  and  abroad.  It  is  an  era  fraught 
with  uncertainty  among  leaders  in  government  and  with  despair  by  a  large 
segment  of  our  population.  It  is  not  a  time  calculated  to  calm  the  troubled  mind. 

Yet  in  the  uncertainty  and  despair  of  our  times  lies  the  challenge  to  our 
youth  in  the  class  of  1955,  Woburn  High  School.  None  of  us  with  faith  in  our 
country  and  civilization,  none  of  us  who  has  learned  the  lessons  of  history  can 
avoid  this  challenge.
